To the County Board of Onelda County: 
Gentlemen:—Your committee to whom was referred the matter of 
looting over the ground for a road, on the town line between 36 and 37, 
starting on the west side of the city at Crofoot's farm, and running west 
on town line to Tonruhawk River, beg leave to report as follows: 
Starting from the east side of .the section at Crofoot's farm from the 
road Is Improved and In use'for one mile, from which you pass on over a 
rather rough stretch of ground'-to Town line lake, which would have to 
be rounded by going on the south sliore, from which point the line 
passes thru about a half mile of'tamarack swamp, which half mile would 
be we think the worst piece of road to construct on the entire route. 
After 
passing this swamp the road would'not be' difficult to construct, clear 
thru to Section 8 of Town of Crescent, the ground not being unduly 
rocky and fairly level. 


• Section 6 of Crescent and Section 1 of "Woodboro would be In our opinion 


the hardest two miles of the entire distance over which we passed, as 
there is a combination of hill, lake and marsh, over this 2 miles that will 
cause some trouble to overcome, yet It can be overcome by making some 
slight move north or south of the line, as may seem best when road is laid 
oat. 
' 
. 
One good feature of the 2 miles last described, is that there is no ledge 


rock to contend with, what rock there Is seems to be such as could be moved 
in making grades. 


- After passing Garland Lake, thru which the town line runs, a splendid 
road could be made straight on the line to Rice River, which would need a 
bridge of about €0 feet in length to cross. West of the Rice river there is a 
marsh of about 40 rods that we think would be made' into a good road by 
throwing up from both sides, and then hauling ground to cover from a knoll 
on the west side of the marsh. 
- To the west side of Section 4 of Woodboro the conditions for building 


road are very good, the ground being fairly level and almost free from stone. 


Section oof Town Woodboro has some ground and swamp on the line, but 
a good road could be built over this section without great expense. 


• Section 6 of Woodboro, Is all reasonably good for road purposes, there Is 


sorr-e heavy windfalls to go thru but the ground is reasonably level and free 
from stpne, but a small swamp will bave to be covered on the east side. 


We went Into the Town of Cassian as far as the Tomahawk river and 


found that part of the route hilly but free from stone. There is a tamarack 
swamp of about 40 rods"on the west side of the Bearskin River, which river 
will need a bridge of about 50 feet span. 
We found most of the corner posts on the entire route, so that It will 


not be difficult for a surveyor to lay out the road. 
• : .Inclosing this report your committee wish to say. that we have found 
none of the country over which we passed, more difficult than we expect- 
ed, but much of ft Is a -great deal easier than we had been led to expect, 
and should this road be,opened up, it would prove s. great benefit, both to 
the Town, County and City.
